We would like to give some reasons 
why we should have faith in God as 
we feel led.

Turn to Acts 2:39 and hear what 
Peter said about the promise.

When the disciples received the 
promise, they did not receive a dumb 
Holy Ghost but one who could talk, a 
third person in the Trinity. See Acts 
2:4, “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the spirit gave them 
utterance.”

Type of Christ

Text:-1 Kings 10:7. 


“Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, anc mine eyes had seen 
it: and, behold, the half was not told 
me: thy wisdom and prosperity ex- 
ceeded the fame which I heard.” 

When the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon, she made a visit 
to see for herself. She didn’t believe 
the report but came to prove him with 
some hard questions. What chance 
has a man got with a woman asking a 
lot of hard questions? But here is one 
time a man was equal to it, because of 
his great wisdom, and when she came 
to Jerusalem, it is said she had a very 
great train with camels that bare 
spices, and very much gold and pre- 
cious stones, and when she was come 
to Solomon she communed with him 
of all that was in her heart and Solo- 
mon told her all her questions, “there 
was not anything hid from the king 
which he told her not.” And when she 
had seen all Solomon’s wisdom, the 
house that he had built, the meat on 
his table, the sitting of his servants 
(servants by the thousands), the at- 
tendance of his ministers and their 
apparel, his cupbearers, and his ascent 
by which he went up into the house of 
the Lord, there was no more spirit in 
her (she doubted the report no more, 
she just gave it up). She said to the 
king, It was a true report that I heard 
in mine own land of thy acts and of 
thy wisdom, howbeit I believed not 
the words until I came and mine eyes 
had seen it and behold, “the half was 
not told me. Thy wisdom and _ pros- 
perity exceedeth the fame which I 
heard,” in-other words, it was more 
than true. 

THE GLORY OF SOLOMON’S 
KINGDOM IS A TYPE OF THE KING- 
DOM OF CHRIST. 

As we sit and write, study and read 
we will never be able to gather words 
together that will describe the mag- 
nificence of King Solomon’s glory; 
of his great wealth; of his worldwide 
fame (at that time); of his God-given 
wisdom; and the splendor of his king- 
don. It was said there was brought to 
him on two separate occasions, gifts, 
one by a king and the other by a 
queen. The amount of each gift in our 
money would be approximately $3,600, 
000 in gold, and if we compare the 
purchasing power as someone has cal- 
culated money is relative in value), 
it would be $3, 600,000,000. 

It is said that in one year the weight 
of gold that came to Solomon was 
six hundred threescore and six talents 
of gold, approximately $20,000,000 in 
our money it wouid be twenty billion 
if we take it in relative value. All the 
treasures and wealth of the world were 
laid under tribute to him as king. We 
can readily see that Solomon is a type 
of Christ in His wisdom, riches and 
glory. Note how true the words of the 
queen of Sheba are to-day. We are in 
a far and distant land from our King 
(Christ). Paul tells us He (Christ) “is 
made unto us WISDOM.” 1 Cor. 1:30. 
He is the source of all wisdom. Peter 
tells us of the “glory” (1 Pet. 1:8,11) 
that will be at His coming, whom we 


have not seen, yet we believe the 
words of Peter and it creates a_ re- 
joicing in our souls that is joy un- 
speakable and full of GLORY. V. 8. 
David tells us of his RICHES. Psa. 
50:12. Paul refers to his RICHES in 
glory by Christ Jesus. Phil. 4:19. But 
there are many like the queen of 
Sheba who believe it not, it will be to 
their surprise when they behold “the 
Son of man coming in the clouds. of 
heaven with power and great GLORY.” 
Matt. 24:30. Then they will say like 
the queen of Sheba, “The half was not 
told me.” 

HALF NOT BEEN TOLD OF THE 

KING (CHRIST) 

Paul in referring to Christ, says, 
“For by him were all things created, 
that are in heaven, and that are in 
earth, visible and invisible, whether 
they be thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for him: 
And he is before all things, and by 
him all things consist. For it pleased 
the Father that in him shouid ali ful- 
ness dwell.” Col. 1:16-18. With the tele 
scope the wise men of this hour dis- 
cover new stal’s and new systems, they 
have counted thus far one hundreu 
nillion in the starry heavens and have 
not begun, i say the half has not been 
told of Christ and His work. 

David said, “O Lord our Lord, how 
excellent is thy name in all the earth! 
who has set thy GLORY above the 
heavens. Out of the mouth of babes 
and sucklings hast thou ordained 
strength because of thine enemies, 
that thou mightest still the enemy and 
the avenger. When I consider thy hea- 
vens, the work of thy fingers, the 
moon and the stars, which thou hast 
ordained,” the half has not been told 
ot the king that rules the universe. As 
we look back to the time of His birth, 
Paul writing to Timothy says, “Great 
is the mystery of godliness,” how He 
was born of the virgin Mary. Isaiah 
while looking through the eye of 
prophecy and years to come (in his 
day) marvelled at this event, and an- 
nounced, “Therefore the Lord himself 
shall give you a sign; Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive and beara son and 
shall call his name Immanuel.” Isa. 7: 
14. The wise men came from far (the 
east), when they saw His star they 
followed it. ‘And when they were come 
into the house they saw the young 
child with Mary his mother and fell 
down and worshipped him; and when 
they had opened their treasures they 
presented unto him gifts, gold, and 
frankincense and myrrh.”

Tithing is very neces- 
sary for the upkeep of 
the ministry

This is a question that was asked by 
Malachi four hundred years before the 
birth of Christ. Many people are ask- 
ing the question today, Where have 
we robbed God? Matachi has answered 
the question in the same verse, In 
tithes and offering. 


There are many people today who 
pay tithes but never give any offering. 
There are people who will give offér- 
ing and never pay tithes. Then speak 
to them about paying tithes and they 
will say, Oh I pay more than my 
tithes. That is only a loophole’ to 
jump thru to keep from paying tithes. 
They may think they can get by with 
that but God has required out of His 
people the tenth of every dollar He 
blesses them with. When they fail to 
give the tenth, which is tithes, they 
are robbing Him out of the tithes, 

Webster says tithes is the tenth part 
of anything, especially the tenth part 
of the annual increase of the profit 
arising from land, stock, etc., allotted 
to the clergy. 

Many people say they would pay 
tithes but they don’t know what be- 
comes of the tithes. The thing for you 
to do is to obey the Word of God by 
bringing all the tithes into the store- 
house. That is another loophole that 
some peopie have to jump thru to keep 
from paying tithes. 

There are many excuses people can 
give for not paying tithes and they 
are looking for all kind of excuses, but 
there is no excuse anyone can make or 
can give that will be accepted with 
God. 

The tithe system has been God’s sys- 
tem He has had for carrying on His 
work ever since Abraham fought the 
battle with the kings and gave the 
tenth of the spoils which were the 
tithes.

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are hon- 
est, whatsoever things are just; what- 
soever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things 
are of good report: if there be any 
praise, think on these things.” Phil. 
4:8. 

Finding no scripture telling us the 
particular vocation we should choose, 
we will use the above verse to help 
guide us in our choice. Perhaps some 
young men and women are not giving 
a serious thought to the choice of a 
life’s vocation, but depending on mak- 
ing a living at any work they can get. 
Any young man who starts out to go 
thru this life from one job to another 
is not likely to make a success nor 
be a blessing to humanity. We, nor 
probably anyone else, are able to tell 
each young man or woman starting 
in life just what they should pursue. 

There are a few people who do not 
care to work at all. The Apostle Paul 
said if a man would not work he 
should not eat. I do not know of any- 
thing more undesirable than a trif- 
ling, shiftless, person. 

Every person is different from all 
others. What one would make a suc- 
cess of the other would probably fail 
at. Did you ever ask yourself why one 
man would make a success in a Cer- 
tain line of work or business and 
someone else fail? It seems to be the 
round of things, yet there is a reason. 
Possibly lack of interest and ability 
caused the man to fail. Or maybe he 
was out of his place in the great wheel 
of business. 

Now, when will we choose our voca- 
tion? Before living, or after we get 
an education? I think it logical to 
choose a vocation as early in life as 
we are satisfied we want to engage 
in such work. Too, what we like best 
is the profession we are most likely 
to make a success of. It seems more 
reasonable to me to choose a voca- 
tion, then educate ourselves for that 
vocation than to get an education and 
then choose a vocation. Perhaps your 
education would not fit you for your 
work. Then too, you have the extra 
expense and time of special training 
for the work which you could have 
gotten without that waste of time and 
money had an early choice been made. 

I think three major principles 
should govern our choice of a voca- 
tion. Let all others hang upon these, 
namely: First, can I serve God in this 
position? Second, is this the best way 
I can serve humanity? Third, what 
will my possible earnings be? 

Can I be true to my God, true to 
my home folks, true to my friends, 
and always be truthful? We cannot 
sacrifice truth for success in business 
or professional life. Neither can we af- 
ford to engage in a business where 
honesty is devoured by the love of 


faith. Do we maintain our faith in 
God in our choice? Better give up 
your profession or work than let it 
shake your faith in God and cause 
your spiritual man to become dwarf- 
ed. 

Is it a vocation that need not be 
contaminated with sin? Could your 
life be pure while engaged in such a 
business? Can you maintain a lovely 
disposition in your choice? or is your 
vocation likely to influence you with 
a very ill disposition? 

Now is it generally known that the 
work you wish to be your life’s work 
is an honorable one? Be careful and 
think on these things before you make 
a plunge into the unknown. Jesus 
said, For what is a man benefited, if 
he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul? or what shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul? 

There is not a man who works who 
does not serve man more or less. No 
man lives to himself nor no man dies 
to himself. We are dependent on one 
another. Greatness is not attained by 
being served, rather by being a serv- 
ant. Jesus said, But whosoever will 
be great among you, let him be your 
minister. Jesus, the greatest person- 
age who ever lived, came not to be 
ministered unto but to minister. If 
you want to be happy, great, and 
blessed, serve humanity with all your 
being. Try lifting the burden from an 
aching heart, the poor, distressed 
widow, indeed, orphans, and the sick 
and you will be elevated into the high- 
er life which is really worth while. 

What about the pay? Well, every- 
one wants to earn enough to live com- 
fortable and I see no sin in _ that. 
While the amount of money to be 
earned from a vocation should not be 
the governor in the choice, yet I think 
it is to be considered. The more one 
earns the more he can and should put 
in God’s work. Paul said, Upon the 
first day of the week let everyone of 
you lay by him in store as God hath 
prospered him, that there be * * *. 

Surely if we put our hearts into our 
work and render the service, the Lord 
will prosper us. Some will say, I 
would like to be a preacher or mis- 
sionary. All we say about the minis- 
try will have to be in line with the 
Bible. You, being a minister or mis- 
sionary is not mine to say. It is for 
you and our Christ. According to the 
Bible, God has chosen some men and 
women and anointed them with the 
Holy Ghost to proclaim His Word to 
the world and His people. Jesus call- 
ed the twelve out from the world, 
their trades, to follow Him. After fol- 
lowing Him awhile He sent them out 
to preach. After being with Jesus for 
about three and one half years and 
being filled with the Holy Ghost on 
the day of Pentecost, the apostles de- 
voted their entire time to the minis- 
try.

Report of Work on P 


We have thought many times in the 
last year that we ought to write a lit- 
tle notice or word through our paper, 
but there are so many to write and it 
seems we are so little that we do not 
like to crowd ours in when there are 
so many good writers, greater reports, 
etc. Therefore, we held back. But to- 
day while sitting out by the beauti- 
ful water on the little island one hun- 
dred and fifty miles long, known as 
Prince Edward Island, we feel like 
writing a few lines. 

Somehow there is a sacred feeling 
to me every time I come over to this 
island. I do not know why, but the 
grass and the flowers and such like 
seem to be praising God. Space will 
not permit me to say too much, but 
I will try to write a few things for 
God’s glory. 

The route we came on from Port- 
land to this island has Pentecostal 
work scattered up thru it. Some of 
their people would like to have us 
hold meetings with them, but before 
we knew the conditions here we felt 
very much led to this island. There 
is not one Pentecostal mission here, 
only our little Church of God mis- 
sion in the largest town, Charlotte- 
town. The people do not know about 
the Holy Ghost except some who have 
been to the States and to other parts 
of Canada and heard it there. We only 
know three people who have it besides 
our workers. Two of them received it 
in the States and one here since we 
first visited the island. 

We have preached in about three 
or four different sections. Our work- 
ers who stayed here have done a lot 
of personal work. Their music and 
singing has been welcomed and en- 
joyed in homes and in the open air 
services and would be gladly accepted 
in some churches if we wouldn’t 
preach tongues. Now don’t understand 
us to be preaching just tongues, for 
we don’t make it a hobby, but they 
want us to let down and say some 
get the Holy Ghost who do not speak 
in tongues. Some have rebelled but we 
love them very much. Perhaps they 
cannot understand yet, but some have 
begun to see since we were here be- 
fore. 

I understand in one place they are 
meeting together to tarry. We are 
only to be here five or six weeks per- 
haps. We have large crowds on the 
street at open air meetings. They 
stand for an hour and a half and two 
hours and if we continued they would 
stay longer. 

Now a word about our workers who 
have been here for about two years 
this summer and who will continue 
awhile. They have really suffered dur- 
ing their stay here and yet God has 
so wonderfully come to their rescue 
many times. I don’t suppose they 
would take any amount of money for 
their experience with trusting God. 
They are Brother Dorsett and wife 
and son and daughter, Phillip and Har- 
riet, and Sister Dorsett’s mother, Sis- 
ter Chick. The girl and boy are very 
sober minded, humble and consecrat- 
ed. They are loved by most all who 
meet them. They are more willing to 
make sacrifices than a lot of us who 
are older. They don’t complain but 
endure as a good soldier. The beds 
for the whole family are little straw 
beds on the floor, Winter and Sum- 
mer. If I told you all, it would take 
much space. They have food as God 
supplies. The island people are mot 
selfish, but some of them are poor. 
Some have more than plenty, but as 





yet have not seen and understood the 
truth to accept and support it fully.

But we have had kind receptions into 
a good many homes. Some food is 


given but the burden of the work is 
not on very many hearts here yet; 
therefore, the workers can only look 
to’ God to supply in His way. The girl 
is twenty and the boy eighteen years 
of age. They, I am sure, would appre- 
eiate any piece of clothing or offer- 
ing anyone might feel prompted to 
send. The boy has worked when he 
could to supply his need or to help 
keep the work going. The girl as well 
as the other two older women, I found, 
was very much in need of clothes. 
Now by this I don’t mean they were 
wanting some new dresses, but the 
word need means more than that. 
They are lacking for some things they 
should have. But they are not dis- 
couraged and have no idea of giving 
up but are expecting to continue do- 
ing¢God’s will and trusting Him to 
supply. 

I have only said this to stir up 
minds for the missionary work since 
I have found in the Word that Jesus 
said, Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature, 
instead of saying, Go ye into Alabama, 
Tennessee, Georgia, North Carolina, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, 
and Pennsylvania and don’t go be- 
yond those lines. I do not know the 
need of other fields that have no 
work established there yet, nor the 
need of the workers, but I do know 
that a part of us, as the church, are 
failing on both home and foreign mis- 
sionary work. Then I think, too, 
of some of our dear old ministers who 
suffered in different ways to establish 
the work in the southern states. Why 
can’t some of us forsake home to take 
the truth to these northeastern parts? 
May God help us, is my prayer, to do 
more than ever for God and His 
church. I love it and see it more plain- 
ly than ever. When we get out and 
get busy for God, working among al- 
most every other doctrine and delu- 
sion we see it plainer and love it bet- 
ter than to sit around home idle. 

I wonder if some people haven’t 
backslidden and left it today because 
they sat around the home fire so 
much, trying to be comfortable, until 
they got jealous of one another and 
shook the boat so until they have 
tumbled overboard. 


In Atlanta, Ga. years ago after I had 
been in the church for nearly a year, 
hardly realizing what the church 
was, the devil tried to lead me from 
it by some of my friends. But God 
then and there by His Spirit kept me 
at home and I have no desire to run 
away and be adopted into another 
home.
